Since the Athenian 
police opened fire on an unarmed 
crowd of démonstrators a few 
months ago, the policy of His 
Majesty’s Goverhment in the 
Urrited Kingdom has been criti- 
cised severely not only in the 
United States, but also at home. 
reputable 
British newspapers, headed by 
The Times, have not minced 
their words; and it has been 
abundantly clear that their 
attitude towards 
the E.A.M. and its fighting off- 
E.L.A.S., has been any- 
thing but popular. Mr. Churchill 
yesterday attacked these parties 
vehemently. He declared that 
they were Communists, or at 
least, Trotskyists—a term which, 


ad|he said, had the advantage that 


it was detested in Russia; that 
they had been supplied with 
arms by the British Government, 


“| but had not used them with 
any 


conspicuous zeal against 
the Germans; and that they had 
lain in wait until the expulsion 
of the Wehrmacht from Greece, 
in order to establish a Commu- 
, (nist, or Trotskyist, dictatorship. 
[heir plans had been foiled by 
the steadfastness of the handful 
of British troops in Athens. But 
for General Scobie and his men, 
terrible massacres probably 
would have taken place. As it 
was, between 1,200 and 1,500 
unhoffending citizens of Greece 
had been ddéne to death—mostly 
by means of knives and axes. 
Throughout his career, and cer- 
tainly throughout his war-time 
career, the Prime Minister never 
had been more firmly convinced 
of the rectitude British 
motives than he h been in 
the case of Greece. Further- 
more, he never had been prouder 
of the “vigour, precision and 
success ” of the British Govern- 
ment’s actions. 

Discussing the broader aspects 
of the war, Mr. Churchill affirmed 
that, although military victory 
still might be far distant, and 


=\certainly would be costly, the 


final issue no longer could be in 
any doubt. Britain’s policy in 
respect of the liberated countries 
—and the Premier indicated that 
it had the full approval both of 
Russia and of the United States

down by Abraham Lincoln at 
Gettysburg. In practice, it meani 
a plebiscite at the earliest possible 
moment, in order to determine),
